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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed on 2/21/07, with respect to the Office 
action mailed on 11/16/06 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The Office 
action mailed on 1 1/16/07 has been withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims (48-49 and 56), (58-59 and 66), and (68-69 and 76) are generic to the 
following disclosed patentably distinct species: 

Species 1 : Figures 8, 22A, 22B, 22D, 22E and 23 drawn to a structure of a 
power converter with its housing and interface connections, in which both electrical I/O 
connections are formed within a single connector. 

Species 2: Figures 9-10, 22C, 22F, and 24, drawn to an alternate structure 
having different interface connections as comparing to Species 1 , in which the electrical 
I/O connections are spitted into two different connectors. 

Species 3: Figures 8, 25, 26, and 32B, drawn to an alternate structure of 
Species 1 having an interface connection containing both fluid connections and I/O 
electrical connections formed on an interface plate. 

The species are independent or distinct because as disclosed the different 
species have mutually exclusive characteristics for each identified species. In addition, 
these species are not obvious variants of each other based on the current record. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to he allowable. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct species 
due to their mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a different field of 
search (e.g., searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or 
employing different search queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would 
not likely be applicable to another species; and/or the species are likely to raise different 
non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the 
elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

The election of the species may be made with or without traverse. To preserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly 
and specifically point out supposed errors in the election of species requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse.

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.
